According to a reliable source. 
The Cooperator learned recently 
that Greenbelt homes will be dis¬ 
mantled and shipped to Europe as 
a part of the Marshall Idan and as 
a practical demonstration of our 
Interest in the future of democracy 
In Europe. 

Work of dismantling the Green¬ 
belt homes will probably begin 
sometime In June, according to 
reliable authorities. It Ls expected 
that the defense homes will be 
taken down first, since it Is gen¬ 
erally considered that they should 
come apart quite rapidly.

Plans Formulated 
For Underground 
Movement Here 

Capital Transit authorities in¬ 
formed Greenlielt’s town council 
and manager this week that it will 
immediately begin work on an ex¬ 
press subway, which will connect 
Greenbelt with metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington by 10- to 15-minute service. 

The new subway will cost in the 
neighborhood of 3 to 4 million dol¬ 
lars, Capital Tran.sit spokesmen 
.said. One terminal will be located 
in Union Station, the other in the 
basement of the new GCS .super 
market. It has been suggested 
that the Greenbelt terminal be 
named “Green Central Station.” 

Exprefm Service 

It was learned that the decision 
to build the subway followed a re¬ 
cent visit of a Capital Transit of¬ 
ficial to Greenbelt, The official, 
who prefers to remain anonymous, 
was forced to ride Capital Transit 
buses and streetcars for tw’o hours, 
traveling from Greenbelt to north¬ 
west Washington w^hen his car met 
with a minor accident.. 

When asked how the subw*ay 
was to be financed, since Capital 
Transit alleges considerable diffi¬ 
culty in making ends meet, com¬ 
pany officials revealed that they 
expect little or no actual expense 
to the company. “Volunteer la¬ 
bor,” one official stated, “will solve 
that problem. We expect that 
Greenbelt re.sidents will be delight¬ 
ed to spend their evenir;gs and 
weekends digging and installing 
our new subway.”

Tracking down a rumor that 
Greenbelt was being sold to a large 
Washington realty firm, and an¬ 
other that a w'ell-knowm insurance 
company was on the verge of buy¬ 
ing the towm. The Cwperator 
scooped the following statement 
from a PH A official who preferred 
that his name not be disclosed: 
Who’ll Buy My Violets? 

“Greenbelt was built for the peo¬ 
ple and the people shall own it," 
he said. “In view' of the interest 
shown by two-thirds of Greenbelt. 
as evidenced by payment of ele\en 
bucks to become members of the 
Greenbelt Mutual Home Owner- 
shif) Corporation, PHA has decided 
to give the town to GMHOC.” 

Plans were explained as follows: 
Members will be given' title io their 
persent dwellings without any pay¬ 
ments. Income derived from the 
rental of dw^ellings In the third of 
Greenbelt which did not join 
GMHOC will defray the cost of 
running the town, eliminating 
maintenance co-sts to members.
